We 
carinot all have all that we want, 
and there is no country in which 
this is better recognized than in 
Canada. Racial and religious 
questions, far more formidable 
that local questions, have been 
settled by‘ compromise, usually 
based upon substantial justice. 
We shall probably bave for many 
years in Canada neither free trade 
nor extreme protection, but a 
moderate protective tariff, with the 
tendency rather downward than 
upward. The farmers of the west 
and elsewhere have hitherto been 
content with resisting movements 
for increased protection. As their 
power increases, and as they be- 
come conscious of their power, 
they will probably grow more ag- 
gressive and demand reductions, 
and als dewand effective legisla- 
tion against the combines created 
by the tariff. The eleventh parlia- 
ment shows more of this seati- 
ment thar its predecessors. The 
twelfth parliament, elected on the 
basis of the cgneus of i911, will 
show still more strongly the senti- 
ment of the west, of the farmers, 
and of the consuming public.
